COMMONS HEARS FIRST PALESTINE 


DEBATE; BEVIN IGNORES ISSUE IN REPORT

LONDON—In the first debate 


on Palestine in the new Commons 
two Laborites split sharply on 
the issue, while an Independent 
demanded the immediate creation 
of a Jewish state and a Conserva- 
tive supported Arab claims, but 
urged that the conflicting interests 
should be reconciled. 


Barnett Janner, vice-president 
of the Zionist Federation of Great 
Britain, and a Labor member of 
Parliament, said that. the Jewish 
population of Palestine had ful- 
filled the tasks placed before it 
by the Balfour Declaration and 
should be granted statehood. He 
urged that the. scattered Jews of 
Europe be sent to Palestine and 
appealed to the Commons to “do 
something to restore the dignity 
and self-respect of the survivors.” 


R. R. Stokes, also a Laborite, 
said, however, that any serious 
attempt to deviate from the White 
Paper would arouse serious op- 
position among the Palestine 
Arabs. He declared that the Bal- 
four Declaration did not envision 
the handing over of all of Pales- 
tine to the Jews and suggested 
that a national home for the Jews 
be established elsewhere in the 
British Empire. 


Leading the attack on the pres- 
ent British policy in Palestine 
was Eleanor Rathbone, Indepen- 
dent, who stated that she was a 
wholehearted supporter of Zion- 
ist claims and pleaded with the 
government to open Palestine to 
the remnants of European Jewry. 
She said that a Jewish state could 
be established in Palestine with 
full justice and equal rights for 
the Arabs who would benefit from 
Jewish development of the coun- 
try. 

Sir George Jeffreys, Conserva- 
tive, advocated strong measures 
to crush terrorism in Palestine 
and steps to bring Arab and Jew- 
ish leaders together.

The paper points out that the 
impression prevailing abroad 
that there may be disorders in 
Palestine requiring the interven- 
tion of American and British 
military units is the result of 
“Oriental propagandists,” but has 
no foundation in fact. ‘“Neigh- 
boring Arab countries,” the edi- 
torial says, “have no right to in- 
terfere in Palestine affairs,” and 
who is so foolish as to believe that 
the Arab countries will oppose by 
force any decision taken by the 
Big Powers?”

He added that he did not wish to 
contemplate the sending of 500,- 
90) soldiers to maintain such a 
State. 

Confirming that he had dis- 
cussed the Palestine question with 
former Prime Minister Churchill 
and with Prime Minister Attlee, 
President Truman said that the 
discussions were continuing. He 
emphasized that the Palestine is- 
sue had not been discussed with 
Marshal Joseph Stalin. 


Must Be Worked Out 

The American view, the Presi- 
dent stated, was that we wanted 
to let as many Jews as possible in- 
to Palestine, and that the matter 
will be diplomatically worked out 
with the British and the Arabs. 

The President’s statement was 
interpreted in various circles as 
an official denounciation of the 
British White Paper which closes 
the doors of Palestine to Jewish 
immigration. It was emphasized 
that this is the first time that 
the United States Government has 
gone so far. 


Statement Unexpected 

Mr. Truman’s statement came 
unexpectedly in reply to a ques- 
tion at his first news conference 
since his return home from con- 
versations with Marshal Stalin, 
former Prime Minister Churchill 
aid Prime Minister Attlee. The 
Neporter’s question which opened 
the subject was this: “Was the 
question of a Jewish national 
state in Palestine mentioned at 
Berlin?” Mr. Truman answered 
affirmatively and then added that 
it had been talked over with Mr. 
Churchill and Mr. Attlee. “Not 
with Mr. Stalin?” inquired an- 
ther correspondent. The answer 
Was a flat no, with the explanation 
that it had not been discussed 
with Mr, Stalin, since there wasn’t 
anything he could do about it. 

Then came a question which 
was asked twice before Mr. Tru- 
man turned to answer it. The 
question was this: “What was the

LONDON—The Jewish Agency 
this week issued a statement ex- 
pressing gratification with Presi- 
dent Truman’s recent statement 
on Palestine. 


The statement, declaring that 
it will not be necessary for the 
United States to send military 
forces to maintain order in Pal- 
estine, asked that the Jewish 
Agency participate in all discus- 
sions and negotiations regarding 
the Palestine issue. 


The statement reads: 


“The Jewish Agency for Pal- 
estine is gratified to learn that the 
proposal to establish Palestine as 
a Jewish State is under active con- 
sideration. Jews everywhere ap- 
preciate the recognition by the 
American government of the jus- 
tice of the Jewish desire to bring 
to Palestine as many Jews as 
possible and re-establish a na- 
tional state. 


“The Agency must point out 
that the Palestine issue primarily 
concerns the Jewish people, the 
Arabs of Palestine and the Great 
Powers. Arabs of states neighbor- 
ing Palestine have no other sta- 
tus in Palestine than all other 
members of the United Nations. 


“The question of Palestine is 
one of the many international 
problems whose solution must be 
conceived in justice and equity,

Arab League Secretary 
Says Truman Violates

ALEXANDRIA — Azzam 
Secretary General of the 
League, declared here this week 
that President Roosevelt had 
promised King Ibn Saud that he 
would not support the Jews in 
Palestine. 

The Arab leader made the state- 
ment at a press conference in 
which he expressed amazement at 
President Truman’s recent dis- 
closure that the Palestine ques- 
tion had been discussed with Brit- 
ish leaders at the Potsdam con- 
ference. He said he “would like 
to remind” President Truman “of 
one of the last promises made by 
President Roosevelt, when he put 
his hand in the hand of King Ibn 
Saud and promised him he would 
not support the Jews in Pales- 
tine.” 

He declared “the Arabs will 
never give up their rejection to 
Jewish immigration which would 
destroy their nation,” adding that 
“all Arabs have the complete right 
to object to Truman’s statement.” 

Referring to President Tru- 
man’s assertion that the Palestine 
question was not discussed with 
Soviet officials at Potsdam, Az- 
zam Bey noted: “That Russia was 
not consulted is not understand- 
able here, because if the Palestine 
problem is an international one, 
then how could they ignore a big 
country like Russia? And if it 
is not an international problem 
why then is the United States in- 
terfering in such a delicate mat- 
ter?”

Wexley Calls Attack 
On Him Anti-Semitic

LOS ANGELES, Calif.—Follow- 


ing the attack on himself last 
week by five hoodlums, John Wex- 
ley, noted screen writer, and 
author of several  anti-Nazi 
movies, characterized the assault 
as a “miniature pogrom with all 
the attendant _ anti-Semitic 
phases.” He is demanding that 
his assailants be held for assault 
with intent to commit murder. 


Wexley said he was called to 
his door by two of the hoodlums 
and invited on the street on the 
pretext that they had damaged 
his car. When Wexley stepped 
out, three others joined in an at- 
tack on him, bruising him se- 
verely. 


According to Wexley one of the 
gangsters cried out “I've always 
wanted to kill a —_- —— Jew!” 
When Wexley’s daughter, Mrs. 
John T. Logan, wife of a naval 
officer, rushed out, crying, “You 
act like a bunch of Nazis,” she 
was given this reply, “We wish 
we were!” 


“This incident,” said Wexley to 
a reporter for the Messenger, “is 
definitely the beginning of some 
sort of a concentrated anti-Se- 
mitic movement. The attack was 
not meant for me directly. It 
would have occurred to any one 
Jewish who was_ unfortunate 
enough to come within reach of 
the gangsters. It is apparent that 
this gang went around looking 
for Jews to beat up. It had all 
the manifestations of a lynch 
crowd.” 
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N Tuesday, August 14, at seven o’clock in the evening, I sat 

in the office of the ZOA, when I suddenly heard the sirens 
blowing and saw papers flying through the windows. I walked 
out to Times Square to see the excitement. It is only a few 
blocks from the ZOA to Times Square, and those blocks were 
jammed with merry-makers. 

Beaming, smiling faces, horns tooting, streamers flying, sailors 
and soldiers kissing girls. There is a newspaper stand on 42nd 
street near the Public Library which sells Jewish newspapers 
and magazines. I noticed a copy of the August issue of the Yiddish 
monthly Kukunft which contains two poems by Itzahak Katzenel- 
son. I had started reading them at a friend’s house the other 
day and the words I had read rang in my ears. I bought a copy and 
opened at the page, reading as I walked along 42nd street. 

Two poems, out of a greater work entitled “The Song of 
the Slaughtered Jewish People.” The work was written by Kat- 
zenselson while in a concentration camp awaiting death. He must 
be dead, or we would have heard about him by now. 

“Dr. Nathan Eck” says the editorial note” recently brought 
from France Katzenelson’s ‘Song of the Slaughtered People’ writ- 
ten by the Hebrew-Yiddish poet in an internment camp in Vitel, 
France. The manuscript was saved by Madame Miraim Novitch 
Kastel, of the same camp who had buried it. Katzenelson was 
deported in April 1944. When the internment camp was set free 
Mrs. Novitch took the manuscript with her and handed it to Dr. 
Eck who had also been interned with the poet in Vitel but who 
fortunately was rescued and is now in a position to carry out 


his testament.”

@ “IS THIS THE EMPIRE STATE BUILDING?” a visiting “rub- 
berneck” near me asked her companion, craning her neck at 
a skyscraper on 42nd street which is not the Empire State Buildnig. 
“Thus it began, from the very outset,” opens the first poem “To 
the Heavens.” “Tell me O Heavens, why, O why?, What have we 
done to be so shamed before the world?” 

“The army never gives up,” a civilian prodded a soldier who 
was chasing a girl for a kiss, “gain your objective!” Before the 
Times Building stood a large crowd watching the electric letters 
overhead as they moved around the building and reading them 
out loud. 

“Official Truman Japanese Reply” ... The crowd guessed 
aloud the words to follow. Young people stood in pairs and 
fours with arms around one another’s waists. 

There were many Jewish faces on Times Square that day 
and every day, animatedly discussing the peace and the victory. 
It was twilight, and getting darker. Katzenelson was the poet of 
twilight. His Hebrew poem Dimdumin (Twilight) was one of 
my favorites. That poem rewritten by him in Yiddish was a 
popular song. “Di zun fargeit in flamen—The sun goes down in 
a blaze, even so goes down my youth, even so my dreams are 
faded.” Years ago I heard it sung in an English translation too. 
He wrote many children’s poems in Hebrew which I taught to my 
pupils and to my own children. They were lovely gentle poems. 

“The moon, like an old sinful whore,” he wrote in the camp 
before his death, “went out for a stroll in the evenings, with the 
filthy winking of the stars, their eyes twinkling in the dark like 
mice.” He cursed the Heavans to which he had dedicated so many 
of his yeuthful poems, for having watched the slaughter with 
indifference. He bids them rejoice that their godless void will now 
be filled with so many crucified gods, the slaughtered Jews. 

“QO gentle melancholy breeze’ he once wrote in Hebrew, 
in a poem set to music, “carry away my sigh, over fields and 
woods, to my native town, where at the outskirts stands a little 
white house in which dwells my sweetheart.” Now, on the thres- 
hold of an ignominious death, he sent a message to the Jews 
beyond the seas, in Palestine and in America “In this way we 
have been done to death, seven million of us, from Greece to 
Norway and to the reaches of Moscow, not counting the unborn 
in their mothers’ wombs. And if a Jew should remain anywhere 
in the world far away in America or in Palestine, let him demand 
a reckoning for all those—for the unborn children too, unborn but 
slaughtered in their mothers’ wombs,” 

“The worst of the Gentiles helped the Germans, the best of 
them shut their eyes and pretended they were alseep.”

@ THERE WERE MANY JEWS on Times Square, that day and 
the next day, on Times Square and along the Gay White Way, and 
many Gentiles. There were many smiling faces of the cousins 
and nephews and brothers and sisters and children of those seven 
million done to death in Europe.

The statement says in part: 

“The veteran will... take his 
place in the community and its 
organizations as his personal 
problems of readjustment permit.

Just as there 
js areal danger that an embit- 
tered veterans group might turn 
ot to a fascist demagogue in an 
economic crisis, so is it very like- 
ly that Jewish veterans, who have 
seen fascism first hand, will turn 
win the ranks of the most 
valiant fighters of fascism, anti- 
Semitism and reaction. 


Civilians Also Changed Thinking 


“The conservatism of organized 
Jewish thinking will be further 
tempered by the returning Jewish 
veteran, as it has already been 
changed by greater mass thinking 
and participation in Jewish prob- 
lms of Jewish Civilians who 
have gone through the psychologi- 
tal experience of a decade of Hit- 
krism and more than five years 
fwar. Although it is probably 
ftue that the Jewish veteran of 
World War II will revolutionize 
Jewish communal thinking on 
his return from the war, I think 
that the Jewish community has 
little to fear from such an in-

California Judge Warns

SAN FRANCISCO—A warning that San Francisco will not 
permit the public preaching of intolerance of minority groups, and 
that jail sentences will be meted out to such offenders, was voiced 
here by Municipal Judge Bradford Bosley. 


The warning followed the arrest of Edward E. White, a 24 
year old machinist, who was arrested for denouncing Jews in front 


of a downtown theater here. 


White pleaded guilty to disturbing the peace. He offered the 


excuse that “I was drunk.” 


To which Judge Bosley replied: 


“We have just ended a war to stop intolerance. 


Hitler, in 


starting this war, utilized intolerance against the Jews, Caholics 


and labor unions. 


“We will not stand for this sort of thing in San Francisco. You 


can show your repentance by preaching tolerance.” 


The Judge then meted out a ninety day suspended sentence— 


with the warning that henceforth he would send to jail any future 


offenders.

LOS ANGELES—An Air Medal 
with two clusters, the European 
theatre ribbon with one battle star 
are the only tangible signs that 
T/Sgt. Abe (Bunny) Robyn has 
engineered—and fought a war at 
the same time. 

His first task, to record for 
America’s listening public—and 
posterity—the story of the air 
war as it happens, Robyn was a 
member of a team which brought 
back such hair-raisers as an air- 
sea rescue operation in the North 
Sea, a P-51 strafing mission over 
Germany and the tense, highly- 
emotional drama of what happens 
when a B-17 crew comes in for 
the “kill” on a bombing run. 

Their work was featured on the 
Army Air Forces’ own program, 
“The Fighting AAF,” heard over 
the American Broadcasting com- 
pany each Sunday night—a pro- 
gram that is one of the most 
authentic and documentary pro- 
grams on the air. 

It’s Up to Engineer! 

Robyn, the engineer, had one 
of the most difficult and respon- 
sible positions of the trio, mainly 
because on his shoulders rested 
the success or failure of any 
show. 

Once Major Chapman and Ser- 
geant Haldeman the two other 
members of the team were set to 
go, the show was in Bunny’s 
hands. Like any civilian radio 
engineer Robyn met the thorny 
problems of operations under bat- 
tle conditions with a keen display 
of American ingenuity and good 
common sense. 

When his wire recorder froze 
up at 18,000 feet Bunny found a 
discarded bombsight heater jacket 
and put it around the apparatus. 
On another occasion worn-out wir- 
ing had to be replaced and some 
salvaged copper from a wrecked 
B-17 provided the answer. 

A power supply deficiency was

of the recorder and connecting it 
to the power plant of a B-17.

On each mission Bunny doubled 
as a waist gunner since the 8th 
Air Force under Lt. Gen. James

been an ambidextrous profession, 
but with one hand on the trigger 
of a .50 caliber machine gun the 
job is about as easy as doing a 
fast tap dance while walking on 
a pair of stilts. 

Now stationed with the Army 
Air Forces in Los Angeles, Bunny 
is engineering GI radio programs 
but this time is not worried about 
Nazi flak, ME-109s and a: power 
supply to keep his recorder oper- 
ating. 

An excellent music-mixer (he 
worked with CBS before the war) 
Robyn is the man whose subtle 
fingers blend fhe orchestra and 
chorus of the Army Air Forces 
west coast radio unit on such pro- 
grams as “Hello Mom,” “Wings 
Over the Nation,” and “Twentieth 
Air Force Time.”

A citizen says to me: “Well one thing I’m 
glad of: Morgenthau is out of the cab- 
inet. That’s one less aggravation for us Jews. 
Mind you, I don’t speak with any disrespect 
of Morgenthau who is a noble gentleman. But 
his being in the cabinet wasn’t any good for 
Jews. It gave our enemies a talking point. 

“They said, ‘There’s Morgenthau, a Jew, in 
one of the highest offices of the land, directing 
the finances of this country.’ Now, at least, 
they haven’t Morgenthau to use against us.” 

The citizen annoyed me horribly. He had 
stopped me on the street 
and it was as if I had 
suddenly encountered a 
mouse. I have nothing in 
particular against mice 
but the way they scurry 
so fearfully under your 
feet makes a moral nuis- 
ance of them. 

They don’t seem to 
have any character. They 
don’t stand up for their rights as living crea- 
tures in the world. At the sight of a shadow 
they run away. They don’t have the least real- 
ization they have any part at all in the af- 
fairs of this world. 

They are pitiable objects. Once I caught a 
mouse in a 10-cent trap. Though a soft-hearted 
person I could look at its dead body without 
emotion. It was a cowardly specimen and I 
could feel no compunctions at having rid the 
world of it. 

Yes this citizen was like the mouse and f 
wouldn’t take up this column to discuss him 
were it not that there are many like him among 
us. Faint-hearted people who would have all 
Jews, however great their abilities, to lurk 
in the dark corners, to run away at a gleam of 
light that might call attention to them.

THEY SUFFER THE ANGUISH of an ex- 
posed mouse when even the worthiest Jew is 
appointed to high office. Their hearts flutter in 
fright to see Frankfurter on the Supreme 
Court bench. They are frightened at the sight 
of any Jew in their communities taking an 
active part in public affairs. They trembled 
when, recently, they read that the very able 
Ben Cohen had gone along with President Tru- 
man to the Potsdam conference of the Big 
Three. 

The citizen who had stopped me on the street 
was one of these mice. He is one of those who 
became vigorously Jewish during the time 
when Hitler was making motions to take over 
the world; now that Hitler is through he is 
content to eliminate himself as a Jew. 

I am not an aggressive fellow; otherwise I 
would have stepped on him as I do on a mouse 
whenever one gets close enough to my feet. 
Instead I argued with him, even though its 
most humiliating to argue with a mouse. 

I said that if I ever thought of considering 
Morgenthau Jewishly I would be Jewishly 
proud of him. But I never thought of Morg- 
enthau that way. I knew him as a great 
American citizen who had done a notable na- 
tional job in a great time. I never thought of 
him Jewishly. 

But let’s think of him Jewishly, though that’s 
no way to think of a man in public life. A man 
in public life Shouldn’t be thought of in his 
identity as a Jew, a Catholic or a Protestant. 





We should leave that sort of thinking to the 
bigots. 

Yes, Morgenthau had done no dishonor to the 
Jewish name in his public life. In a world more 
just than it is his noble character in public 
life would have been esteemed as most credit- 
able to the Jews by those who like to divide 
American life into ghettoes—Jewish Catholic, 
Protestant. 

Here is a public servant who during twelve 
years had achieved a record of exemplary 
probity. Men may have disagreed with his 
fiscal policies but no man had ever spoken with 
reproach against his great and good name. If 
you regard him Jewishly, you may truthfully 
say that he achieved all that is required of a 
good Jew: An honored name, an exemplar of 
distinguished character. In this he achieved 
also all that is required of a good American. 

(I don’t know what sort of a Jew Morgenthau 
has been in the synagogue but to my thinking 
he has fulfilled the requirements of his Jew- 
ish identity even if the synagogue sees him 
‘seldom.) 

* * 

“BUT WHAT GOOD did he do us?” the 
citizen asked. “The anti-Semites were always 
blaming us on account of his being Secretary 
of the Treasury. Now, at least, they haven't 
that to talk about against us.” 

So what? He fulfilled himself as great Ameri- 
can and great Jew, and that’s enough. What 
if anti-Semites still don’t like us, despite the 
records of such men as Morgenthau? 

People like Morgenthau go faithfully on the 
way of their duty as Americans, regardless 
of the guttersnipes. As Americans they have 
obligations and what if a guttersnipe anti- 
Semite spits at them. They stand high in their 
stature as Americans and the guttersnpie is 
no more than the worm at their feet. What self- 
respecting man notices the worm? 

“But you regard the departure of Morgen. 
thau as good riddance for the sake of the 
Jews,” I said to the citizen. “You should be 
ashamed.” 

Yes, let us rather take inspiration from Mor- 
genthau: To be Jews who courageously take 
their part as Americans in public life, who do 
not shrink in fear from public duty because of 
guttersnipes, who think of themselves as ob- 
ligated members of mankind, who refuse to be 
set apart in ghettoes either of their own mak- 
ing or those built around them by enemies. 

“You,” I said to the citizen, “are a ghetto 
Jew.” 

Oh, no, not he, he protested indignantly. How 
did I dare call him that? He said he had al- 
ways been against Jews differentiating them- 
selves. He always felt acute pain on seeing one 
of those long-bearded Jews with long coats 
who come to our city to collect money for this 
and that. They were ghetto Jews, not he. 

“You,” I replied, “are a far less admirable 
ghetto Jew than they. They are not ashamed 
of being seen in their identity as Jews. They 
flaunt their long beards; their long coats flut- 
ter in the breezes downtown. You hide your- 
self, trembling behind the ghetto walls. As a 
Jew you are afraid to do your part or to see 
any other Jew do his worthy part as an 
American.” 

He turned angrily away and went on as if 
never to speak to me again. I hope he doesn’t.

N the courts of the German and Austrian princes dur- 
ing the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries the Hof- 
Jude, or Court Jew, played a significant political and 
financial role. Usually he was a wealthy business man 
who was:the favorite of a king, prince, or other ruling 
nobleman. The Hof-Jude acted as the agent of his ruler 
and patron in all business matters. He often also served 
as the official secretary of the treasury of the state. 

The Hof-Jude enjoyed certain special privileges as a 
reward for the services which he rendered. He was ex- 
empt from the special taxes which were levied on the 
Jews. He was not restricted in his residence to the usual 
ghetto of that peried, but was allowed to live wherever 
he wished. He was also allowed to buy and sell freely. 

Many Hof-Juden gained a great deal of power and were 
consequently instrumental in helping their fellow Jews 
by pleading for them in times of persecution and trouble, 
and by working to gain extensions of civil rights in

The New York Times used 
word for word the interview in 
last week’s Post with Dr. Julian 
Morgenstern, and since I know 
that Mr. Sulzberger personally 
handled the story, you can just 
put it in your note book, that 
the Times is only a little worse 
than are Mr. Hearst’s journals 
when it comes to presenting the 
news honestly. Of course I am 
referring here only to the Zion- 
ist bias of The Times, but you 
might know that if The Times 
doesn’t report honestly in one 
category, then it colors the news 
in other fields also. 


I was in New York that day, 
several years ago, when Mr, 
Sulzberger gave almost a half 
page to the announcement of the 
formation of the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism, and something 
like a column or so to the pro- 
ceedings of the American Jewish 
Conference, but I didn’t join 
with the critics who used that 
as direct evidence of Mr. Sulz- 
berger’s lack of ethics because 
I was willing to give him the 
benefit of the doubt on the “dog 
bites man” angle. The Confer- 
ence was an old story, but the 
Council for Judaism was a new 
body, and as a_ consequence 
could be said to warrant great- 
er display. 


But on the Morgenstern inter- 
view, although The Times didn’t 
change one word, this was the 
heading: “Zion Views Given by 
Morgenstern.” Of course, that 
kind of milk and water heading 
is permissible, if The Times 
wants to use colorless headings, 
but it is in the “bank” or sub- 
head that The Times reveals its 
bias. “Doctor Says He is Op- 
posed to Centering Everything 
on Nationalism.” There you are. 
For years Dr. Morgenstern has 
been dead set against national- 
ism. There is no news in that, 
and The Times has _ probably 
printed statement after state- 
ment from Dr. Morgenstern over 
the past years in which his op- 
position to nationalism or Zion- 
ism has been expounded. 


But the news in the interview 
is Dr. Morgenstern’s changed 
position in regards to a Jewish 
State. And don’t believe that The 
Times didn’t recognize that. If 
that hadn’t been so, The Times 
woudn’t have printed the inter- 
view in its entirety. Even the 
copy boy on The Times knows 
where the news was in that in- 
terview, and the only reason the 
headline didn’t carry that news 


was ... Oh, well, suppose The 
Post treated the news of the 
American Council for Judaism 
like Mr. Sulzberger mishandles 
Zionist news.

You probably haven't heard 
much about it, but there is a 
terrific jealousy in the Reform 
rabbinate over the apparently 
highly successful public relations 
job the Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary is doing.

home and synagogue. 


As properly indicated in the 
article, this can be done _ tact- 
fully and simply, in a spirit of 
fraternity. 

But the example chosen to il- 
lustrate the process ended in un- 
fortunate connotations. It re- 
lates that a father advised his 
son “how it would be perfectly 
disrespectful not to wear a hat 
in a synagogue.” 

There are many Jews who wor- 
ship in the Reform  congrega- 
tions without wearing a head- 
covering, and do not feel that 
they are  being* disrespectful. 
Rather, they feel completely 
reverent and worshipful. 

And to imply that such Jews 
are irreverent is to implant in 
the mind of the child an un- 
wholesome attitude toward his 
fellow Jews whose mode of wor- 
ship differs from that practiced 
in his particular home and syn- 
agogue. How much wiser it 
would be to teach the youngster 
that there are differences, that 
these differences do not consti- 
tute barriers between Jews, that 
the forms of one’s own group 
are to be observed while respect- 
ing the forms observed by others. 
If the example had stated that 
it was bad form to worship with- 
out a hat in OUR synagogue, it 
would have expressed what I be- 
lieve is the author’s intent. 

Years ago Hillel advised: “If 
I am not for myself, who will 
be for me? Yet if I am for my- 
self alone, what am I?” If par- 
ents and teachers throughout the 
world could convey that attitude 
to the next generation, most of 
the selfishness, false pride, pre- 
judice and intergroup hatred 
would vanish, and the world of 
tomorrow would be composed of 
self-respecting men and women, 
possessed of a fine understanding 
of their fellowmen.

Horror Camp Returnees 

EWISH blood runs new in Po- 

land’s gutters. A_ terrible 
pogrom in Cracow against 2,000 
emaciated horror-camp returnees 
is reported by the Journal. “Pol- 
ish rowdies shot at the Jews with 
rifles, beat them with sticks, tor- 
tured, and robbed.” The number 

' of dead is 
: large,” and the 
- action was “well 
organized.” 
“In one town 
the rioters killed 
the entire Jew- 
sh_ population 
that returned.” 
The liberal re- 
gime is powerless against mass 
hate. 

And, the Day’s S. Dingal re- 
minds us, at the Lodz railway 
station, this sign greeted arrivals: 
“Poland for the Poles, Jews go 
back!” That night, Jews were 
beaten and stabbed. 

So much, adds Dingal, for the 
international Bill of Rights, chief 
“rave” of the American Jewish 
Committee. The Bill, and the 
Committee, haven’t exactly saved 
the Jews yet. 

“Why have you forgotten us?” 
these victims’ delegates asked at 
the London Zionist Conference, 
says the Journal. And then came 
surprising news about parachut- 
ists. “Jewish parachutists” came 
from Palestine, delegate Green- 
baum replied, “to varicus parts 
of Europe,” to save Jews, Ett un- 
fortunately could not reach Po- 
land. (That they were shot down 
in Rumania, where their captors 
couldn’t believe that Jews jumped 
from the skies, was recently re- 
lated by the Forward). There is 
a promise that the full story will 
soon be told. But the fact is there 
is no hope for Jews in East Eu- 
rope.

Was Truman’s Statement 
Good or Bad for The Jews? 

From this Conference, last Fri- 
day, Aug. 17, Rabbi Silver fiew 
back to us. He had, the Day dis- 
patch continues, a mandate prac- 
tically assuring the running of the 
Agency by his Emergency Coun- 
cil. Hadassah had caused him a 
lot of trouble. The ladies showed 
“stubbornness,” and “hindered his 
(peace) plan.” But that was al- 
most forgotten; for President 
Truman had spoken on Zion. 

Was this statement “good or 
bad for the Jews?” Well, both. 
Here is the Yiddish consensus: 

1. Good—-At last, open avowal 
that Zion was on Potsdam agenda. 
And that America recognizes Pal- 
estine is America’s business. 

2. Good—Statement that Amer- 
ica favors opening of Palestine, 
and voiding of White Paper. 

3. Good—Truman speaks of a 
Jewish State—not an equivocal 
“Commonwealth.” 

4. Bad—The great IF. He said 
“IF” the State can be established, 


it must be by peaceful ways. This 


sounds too much like futile run- 
arounds of past. 
5. Bad—Tart phrase against 


sending “500,000” of our soldiers 
to Palestine to keep peace. 

Most agree that this is an in- 
vitation to the Arabs to make 
trouble, for it is bluntly implied 
that if they do, they van have 
their way. The certainty of firm- 
ness and decision on our part 
would cowe the Arabs. The United 
Nations Charter recognizes, tnat 
true peace must have force to 
back it up. 

The Jews themselves, if z2iven 
a State, will enforce neace, de- 
clares the Journal. They have 
shown their ability to fight, if 
necessary, not only in Palestine, 
but outside of it. Many organ- 
izations, including the Jewish 
Brigade, would be glad to serve 
defense. “Without the use of U. 
S. troops,” avers the Day’s S. 
Margoshes, “it is possible to speed 
the solution of the Palestine prob- 
lem. In any event, such aid... 
is no worse than the lend-lease 
just extended to Iraq, which only 
yesterday was Hitler’s chief main 
Stay in all Arabia.”

Dear Mailing List, 

The class will please settle 
down while Teacher gathers his 
notes and his wits about him and 
gives forth with divers informa 
tion. Today we play the game, 
“Questions and Answers.” I’ve 
been saving these answers foi 
some time, but no one asks me 
the right questions. So I wiil 
ask them of myself, whilst vou 


eavesdrop. 


Question: Are there any Jew- 
ish families in Manila? Answer: 
Yes. There are about 1500 per 
sons there, many of them refu- 
gees. They were interned by the 
Japanese, not singled out for any 
especially harsher treatment 
than accorded to others, and are 
now free. Their synagogue was 
burnt by the Japanese. On Tisha 
b’Ab, day of mourning for the 
destruction of the Temple, a GI 
and civilian congregation attend- 
ed services at the site of the de- 
stroyed synagogue. 

Q.: I have a brother in Man- 
ila and would like to see him. 
Can I get there? Ans.: No. Tratf- 
fic to Manila is heavy, and c. 0.’s 
are not authorized to grant per- 
mission for the trip. Perhaps he 
eould get permission to visit you, 


Q.: I have a brother on a 
ship in the harbor. How can I 
see him? Ans.: Write him a note 
eare of FPO. If he gets in touch 
with me, I'll bring you together. 
If you can secure a pass to visit 
him ,go to the Fleet Post Office 
where taxi service may be avail- 
able. If you board a naval ship, 
remember to salute the flag and 
then the O. D. as you enter the 
quarter-deck. If you hear a sailor 
ery out, “Aye, Aye,” he’s not 
necessarily a landsman who is 
complaining. That’s “Yes, sir,” in 
navalese. 


Q.: The most important re- 
ligious service traditionally takes 
place on Saturday morning. Is 
there a Saturday morning serv- 
ice on this island? Ans.: Yes. It 
occurs each Saturday morn at 
0930 at the Abbott Chapel. And, 
while I’m at it, I want to thank 
Sgt. Morton Olshansky for ar- 
ranging that service, and Sgt. 
Morris Rosenbloom for fashion- 
ing the baigels and cream cheese 
and other delicacies occasionally 
served after our worship. 

Q.: I have a_ friend 
where in the Philippines. 
you locate him? Ans.: If you 
think he’s on this island, con- 
tact the radio station. They’ll 
page him. Also, I have a card 
index of some 2000 Filipyaner; 
you’re welcome to look through 
it anytime in my office. 

Q.: I'd like to attend your 
Services, but it’s so far away. 
How can I get there? Ans.: If 
you want to come, you can get 
here. Your unit chaplain or ec. o. 
will no doubt be glad to furnish 
transportation. If you can get to 
the Saturday night service, Base 
K, at 1900, we have a vehicle at 
our disposal to take you back. 

Q.: I have a yahrzeit due. 
What shall I do? Ans.: If you 
are not sure of the date, get in 
touch with me. I'll figure it out 
for you. If you’ll let me know in 
advance; I'll arrange a minyan 
for you, no matter where you 
are, and provide” you with a 
yahrzeit candle, 

Q.: I'd like a chess set. Do 
you have one? Ans.: I have five 
of them, sent by the Akron, Ohio, 
Jewish Welfare Board commit-

brew. Can’t you make the serv- 
ices more reform? Ans.: Yes, I 
could, but then those with Ortho- 
dox background, who are in the 
majority, would not be satisfied. 
Our military service is arranged 
to satisfy all groups, a mani- 
festly difficult task. In the at- 
tempt to please all groups, we 
face the same quandary which 
confronted the rabbi, before 
whom two disputants appeared. 
One of them presented his case, 
and the rabbi said, “You are 
right.” The other told his side 
of the story, and the sage re- 
plied, “You are right.” After they 
departed, the rabbi’s wife pro- 
tested that both sides couldn’t be 
right. “You, too, are right,” 
agreed the rabbi. Everyone is 
right in trying to maintain his 
own mode of worship, and after 
the war you should pursue your 
own beliefs and ceremonies. But 
now we must all compromise a 
little. After all, C’est la milcha- 
mah!

I feel that the greatest service 
which the Jewish Chaplain in 
the Army and Navy is rendering 
is in enabling our young men 
to store up a harvest of pleasant 
experiences, and _ associations 
with matters Jewish. All, cer- 
tainly many of them, have at 
one time or another been ex- 
posed to distasteful and distress- 
ing incidents consequent upon 
their Jewishness. The incalcul- 
able Jewish tragedy in Europe, 
the tensions and frictions at 
home and in the barracks, the oc- 
casional upsurge oi insecurity or 
pessimism—have too often been 
co-extensive with Jewish living 
for great numbers. 

How many, on the other hand, 
have had the opportunity of hav- 
ing Jewishness spell joy, fellow- 
ship, relaxation, instruction and 
release? Our boys overseas do 
have experiences which bring 
them closer to the privileges and 
compensations which Judaism 
holds out to the faithful. My 
lads here, drop in almost nightly, 
to my office in the Chapel. They 
write their letters here. 

They come to ask that I indite 
a Yiddish letter in their behalf; 
or for help in deciphering a let- 
ter that came from Bube. They 
come to engage in a discussion 
into which they seek to draw in 
the Chaplain (who on such oc- 
casions prefers to remain in the 
background, contenting himself 
with an _ occasional interpola- 
tion). They bring to the Rabbi 
their perplexities and personal 
problems. To him they unburden 
themselves freely of those re- 
pressions, frustrations and anxi- 
eties which the life military and 
separation from home inevitably 
bring about. They borrow maga- 
zines and books. They come to 
“requisition” a can of gefillte 
fish, stationery, or an air mail 
stamp. They ask to hear the few 
Jewish records I have, which I 
play for them on the phonograph 
sent to me by the Utica (N. Y.) 
Jewish Community. They ar- 
range to meet their “dates” 


(charming nurses, attractive 
Wacs, chic Red Cross workers) 
in or near the Chapel. They bring 
to the Chaplain their “gripes” 
against their sergeant or other 
superiors. The Chapel serves as 
the center around which much of 
the extra-military life of our 
Jewish soldiers revolve. The serv- 
ices aye completely theirs, for 
they come not as guests to a 
Synagogue built for them by 
their elders, but partners in 
a cooperative endeavor. Many 
come to “Shool” voluntarily, for 
the first time in their lives. 

They manifest their delight in 
the newly-discovered fellowship 
and sense of belonging which 
Judaism has here stimulated for 
them, in many ways. Our Fri- 
day evening services are well 
attended even on those nights 
when U. S. O. shows are pre- 
sented at the playhouse. They 
contribute their personal pack- 
ages of edibles received from 
home to our communal colla- 
tions (a GI version of life in 
a Palestine kibbutz). They be- 
siege the Chaplain with requests 
that he add yet another class, dis- 
cussion group of “shmoos’”’ ses- 
sion, to his already overcrowded 
schedule. They pitch in and will- 
ingly assume “K. P.” duties at 
little snacks which the Chaplain 
occasionally arranges. 

It is too early, and not easy, 
to estimate the enduring char- 
acter of these impressions and 
influences upon the average Jew- 
ish lad. I fear that there has 
been too much complacent and 
exaggerated talk about a revival 
of Judaism in the Army. I am 
certain, however, that there will 
be left in many young minds, a 
wholesome deposit of satisfying 
memories and associations. That, 
it seems to me, is a valuable step 
forward in developing a proper 
relationship between young Jews 
and Jewish life.
